AM a newspaper man. It 
is my whole-time job~all 
day and every day to follow 
the news -as it comes in- and 
to try to sift out of that news, 
what is important and what 
is truce. 
Now, as you read your 
newspaper, ‘or 28 you listen to 
your news’ bulletin on the 


radio, you have to'do exactly | 


the“ same thing. You often 
hear ‘people express one or 
the other of two extreme 
Views: ‘OL course, it’s true— 
I saw it in the paper,’ says” 
one. ‘You can’t believe any- 
thing you read. nowadays,’ 
says - another. Neither of 
these extreme views, _ like 
most extreme views, is any 
good. Some news you see in 
newspapers is true and some 
is false. Some is both true 
and false at the same time. 
How can you, reading your 
newspaper, or listening to 
your radio, sort out in your 
own mind how much is true 
and how much.is false?

F THE GOVERNORS who 


y 
have guided the 
Itongkong during the onc hundred 
years of Its varied history, only two 
have had their term of office . cut 
short by {ll health. Both -conferred 
lasting. benefits on the Colony, and 
both were casualties of war, One 
was Sir Henry May who, having 
overtox h ni In censeless 
and exacting labour during the first 
World War, had to secle retirement 
ot the bepinning of 1919; the other 
was Slr Geoffry Northcote, who left 
these shores 0 few days ago with his 
health gravely impaired by’ the strain 
of two concurrent wars. - 
Sir Geoffry Northcote’s departure 
is deeply regretted by all. He show- 
cd carnest concern for the welfare of 
the people; he tolled hard and 
devotedly ‘In the interest of the 
Colony; and he displayed statesman- 
ship of a high order during the four 
most diMcult and trying years of the 
Colony's existence, Those who have 
been for many years In close touch 
with the administration: of the Colony 
are unanimous In the opinion. that 
he .was one of the best Governors

Human Touch 
IR GEOFFRY NORTHCOTE 


was appointed Governor of 
Hongkong in 1937 to succeed one. of 
the ablest Colonia! administrators of 
his time—Sir -Andrew  Caldccott. 
When Sir Andrew's transfer to Cey- 
Jon _was, announced, ‘it was felt that 
the loss to Hongkong would b¢ almost 
frreparable; ‘but before Sir Gcoffry 
Northcote had been many months 
with us, all doubts and forebodings 
were removed. His. administrative 
abillty and his-human qualities soon 
won for him the confidence and re- 
gard of all sections of the com- 
munity, . 

He maintained the dignity of his 
high office without having to assume 
an aloof demeanour, He went 
wherever his presence would help a 
food couse.

Many Problems 
HEN SIR GEOFFRY arrived 


here In 1937, he was _con-, 
fronted with-divers problems of un- 
precedented diMeulty ond intricacy,: 
Refugees. in tens of thousands had 
flocked to the Colony: Communica- 
tlons with Canton were either inter- 
rupted or subject.to serious obstacles. 
Cost of living was mecunting, and 
the regular supplics of staple food- 
stuffs from outside were becoming 
less secure. As thie went on, ‘all 
these diMecultics were aggravated. 
A war—the Sino-Japanese confilct— 
won raging up to our ‘very gates; 
troops, far from being friendly, were 
on the fringe of our territory, 

Slr Geoffry at once set about 
tackling these manifold problems. 
He threw wide open the doors of the 
Colony to give sanctuary to. the 
refugees, For those who were des- 
titute, he provided food and shelter. 
He took various courses of action to 
ensure on adequate supply of food~ 
stuffs to the Colony, as, for instance, | 
the. establishment of a Fisherles 
Restarch: Station, the opening of 
which he inaugurated a few ,days 
before his' departure. He also mado

More’ recently, snany important 
and: delicate problems between 
Chungking and Hongkqng had to be 
solved, Sir Geoffry spared no effort 
to bring about a satisfactory solution, 
and was rewarded with much success.

Japan's move .on Indo-China 
docs not seem to have been 
made for the reason that the 
French colony in any way was 
menaced by Gréat Britain, os 
Japan claimed, but because 
Japan saw that the time was 
ripe to carry out. its intentions 
“of seizing naval positions long 
coveted by the Japanese Navy,
